CHINA’S PARLIAMENT, 


DATE OF ASSEMBLING. 
Peking, Nov. 4. 
It is announced that China will 
be granted an Upper and a Lower 
House of Parliament in throo years’

A MOMENTOUS EDICT. 
Peking, Nov. 4. 


gp The Ieperial Edict “sonounoing 
e grant of Parliament begins by 
stating that the Grand Conscillors 
at a-meeting held on October 28 
were nearly unanimous in favour 
of a speedier summoning of Parlia- 
ment. The Edict reviews the 
growth of the people's desire and 
actions of the National and 
Provincial Assemblies leading up 
to the Memorial and continues -— 
is Majesty the Emperor Kua 
Hsu. drew up a conaitutional 4 
ramme. Since We ascended the 
one We have complied with 
lihat programme most carefully, 
not daring to deviate therefrom. 
Upon receiving numerous petitions 
We hesitated, pradentially. Find- 
ing that conditions were changing 
the situation becoming most 
critical and wishing to alleviate it, 
We recognized the need for a Con- 
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stitution prior to the presentation 
of the last Memorial, but as the ques- 
tion of the enligbtenment of the 
people could still not be decided We 
awaited the people’s final verdict. 
Now We concur. As the necessary 
preparations, however, preclude the 
immediate opening of Parhament 
We fix the actual opening for three 
years hence. In themeantime We will 
change the official system, organize 
a Cabinet, publish constitutions! 
laws and election regulations for the 
Upper and Lower Houses, and take 
other essential steps. The time for 
the opening of Parliament has been 
exhaustively deliberated upon and 
the period chosen is indubitably the 
best in the interests of the Empire 
and therefore cannot be changed. 
Let the officials in their depart- 
ments and the people in their civil 
capacity qualify themselves. 

We mi thet Favourable resalts 
will soon delight the heavenly spirit 
of His Majesty the Emperor Kuang

SHIPPING CASUALTIES. 


STEAMER AND SAILER. 
London, Nov. 7. 
The Channel steamer Brigh- 
ton, which runs —_ between 
Newhaven and Dieppe, while carry- 
ing ninety pessengers came into 
collision with the German five 
masted sailing vessel Preussen, 5081 
tons, the largest sailing vessel in 
the world. 
The steamer was badly damaged, 
but was able to put back ead 
in port safely.

PARLIAMENT. 


November 5. 


No more striking proof of the 
influence already acquired in the 
few weeks of its existence by the 
National Assembly could be given 
than the Edict which we publish 
to-day announcing the early grant 
of » parliament. The Assembly 
was opened on October 3. From 
the first sitting the deliberations, 
practically without exception, have 
been characterized by matured 
dignity and a calm assumption of 
The members have been 

ith a sense of their 
lity, and the only 
criticism that the Government has 
been able to bring against them is 
that they have displayed a somowbat 
relentless persistency in seeking to 
impress the eame sense of 
ponsibility upon the membe 
of the Ministries who had to 
deal with them. It is not con- 
tended that the debates have re- 
vealed any remarkable talents of 
debate or statesmanship among the 
representatives of the people. The 
outstanding feature has been the 
dispatch with which the business 
of tho day has been disposed of, 
and in this respect the absence of 
any desire to indulge in long-winded 
oratory has been of considerable 
assistance to the Assembly. As far 
as the public reports have en- 
lightened us, there bas been hardly 
any departure from the staid de- 
corum that would befit a court of 
law, until the passage of the memor- 
able resolution calling upon the 
‘Throne to make an early grant to 
the nation of a parliament. On that 
occasion the Vice-President’s in- 
tention to submit the motion to a 
vote of the House was overruled 
by a number of members who rose 
and pointed ont that thero could 
be no need for a di 
motion was clearly unopposed. 
They gained their point ; slowly 
the whole House, first the elected 
representatives and then the 
nominated portion, stood in their 
places and the memorial to the 
‘Throne was carried by acclamation. 

‘Thus within three weeks of the 
opening of the National Assembly 
the demand for an earlier grant of 
Parliament than had been con- 
templated in the original scheme of 
constitutional development was pre- 
ferred to the Throne and an Edict 
conforming with its wishes appears 
afew days after the formal memori- 
al has been presented. If we may 
judge the whole document by tho 
summary that reaches us, it would 
seem as if some of the businesslike 
dispatch of the National Assembly

The surprising 
trength of charactor and un- 
animity of purpose shown by the 
ional Assembly, supported at 
critical juncture by the revolation 
in Portugal, have taken away the 
ground from under the forces of 
reaction ; and the Prince Regent 
has little difficulty in making out a 
good case. Whilo the numerous 
petitions for the early grant of a 
Parliament were being presented 
to the Throne, the dictates of 
radence required him to hesitate. 
jut in the meantime conditions’ 
were altering and the situation was 
becoming critical. The Regent, 
we are informed, had recognized 
the need for a Constitution before 
tho last memorial was presented,

people's final verdict.” Now that! 
the “ question of the enlightenment 
‘of the people ” has been “ decided,” 
it is possible to accede to the 
popular wish. A bi-cameral system 
of Parliament is to be established 
in three years, but in the meantime 
the official system will be changed 
and a Cabinet will be organized. 
‘The scheme of constitutional devel- 
opment has thus been shortened 
by three years. A few enthusiasts 
may have desired a speedier grant, 
but this compromise, we believe, 
will commend itself to the wiser 
heads of the party of progress and 
reform. 
It_ will 








be noticed that the 
Edict, as far as the telegraphic 
summary is concerned, speaks 
only of the Emperor Kuang Hen 
in connexion with the it of 
a constitution. If the name of the 
late Empress-Dowager has been 
omitted intentionally, we may, 
perbaps, draw the inference that 
for the moment Court intrigues 
have been silenced in the face of a 
danger that possibly threatens all 
cliques alike. A repetition of the 














dynasty appreciably nearer to the 
fate of its predecessors. It has 
been helped hitherto by the absence 
of able leaders among the people, 
and by the fact that the one man 
who intellectually might have been 
qualified for the post was devoid of 
personal ambition. One of the first 
results of the National Assembly will 
be to provide scope for the exercise 
of the powers of China's potential 
leaders. In order toremain master of 
the situation and to keep within its 
own control the course of constitu 
tional development, the Govern- 
ment must be able to produce from 
its own ranks lenders superior to 
those of the popular parties. Up 
to the present no member of the 
Administration can lay claim to 
unrivalled distinction, and the re- 
salt is that the National Assembly 
virtually rules the Government. 
Whether this state of affairs makes 
for the ultimate good of China the 
future alone can decide. At 
present wo know that the Govern- 
ment has been aroused to an 
appreciation of the danger of its 

ition. In its anxiety it has 
ought into existence forces that 
it can no longer keep in check, 
although it may’ still be possible to 
restrict their development along 
constitutional lines. 








TURKEY AND THE 


POWERS, 
November 7. 

Taz sensational course of the 
negotiations for a Tarkish loan, 
which have now been in progress 
for several months without accom- 
plishing the desired resalt, has forced 
the subject for the time being into 
the forefront of European politics. 
When the formidable outlay en- 
tailed by the contemplated policy of 
domestic reform, together withactual 
military and naval reorganization, 
compelled the Government 
to look for additional money from 
abroad, it turned naturally to France 
and arran, for a loan from the 
Ottoman Bank, an institation main- 
ly French. At this juncture, how- 
ever, it became evident that Turkey 
in her foreign policy no longer 
attached the same importance to 
British and French goodwill as sho 
had done at an earlier stage in the 
new régime. ‘This view was con- 
firmed when it was announced that 
the Porte had purchased two obsolete 
battleships from Germany as the 
nucleus of a reorganized navy. 
Accordingly the French Gove 
ment, by virtue of its relations with 
the Ottoman Bank, intimated that 
jit would have to make certain 
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jpulations regarding the destina- 
tion of the fonds and on otber 
ints, before it could allow the 
loan to be negotiated by the Turkish 
Government. As the terms sug- 
gested were wholly unpalatable to 
the Turks, who considered that the 
new order in Constantinople ought 
not to be subjected to the same finan- 
cial leading strings as were found 
necessary in the time of Abdal 
Hamid, the Porte broke off the 
negotiations with the Ottoman 
Bank and was offered a loan on 
easier terms by another institation, 
the Crédit Mobilier. The French 
Government, however, acting, it 
believed, as much in the interests 
of European peace as in its own 
interests, again intervened and 
refused to allow the proposed loan 
to be quoted on the Bourse. 
Without this privilege the loan 
could not negotiated, and 
Turkey, once more foiled, appears 
to have executed a skilful flank 
movement by interesting Sir 
Ernest Cassel and a British group 
of financiers in her plight. When 
it was brought to the notice of the: 
latter that. loan to Tarkey in the: 
circumstances would constitute an 
“anti-Frencb, not to say  anti- 
European, act,” the negotiations 
fell through, and the Turkish 
Government was once more left to 
deal with France. No agreement, 
however, on the points at issue 
could be arrived at, and the Porte 
has now tarned to Germ: 
ciers. All the chief Ger: 
wo are told ing it a point! 
~ of “ patriotiam ” to assist Turkey in 
this matter, and a few days later 
the negotiations are again reported 
to be taking ‘a favourable course.” 
‘The consensus of financiul opinion 

in the other countries interested 
holds that, although Germany may 
beable to arrange for a loan of 
some nature to Turkey, her re- 
sources will be quite incapable of 
satisfying even the immediate 
demands of the new régime in 
Constantinople. Sooner or later, 
therefore, if Turkish Govern- 
ment continues its present policy 
of excessive expenditure, it will be 
driven back upon the good offices 
of the French nation, which has 
now learned the full value of its 
position as “the bankers of Europe. 
In these circumstances tke finan 
affairs of Tarkey become a matter 
of considerable moment und are 
justifiubly exercising the minds of 
the mujority of the European 
chancelleries. At the outset some 
szmpatby must be felt for the 
‘arks, who imagined that, after 
the successful coup which rid them 
of the Hamidian administration, 
the process of working out their 
own salvation would prove com- 



























peratively simple. Troubles, how- 
ever, within and abroad beset them 
from the first. Agwinst the 
nexation of Bosnia and Herzegovins, 
8 well as against the declaration of 
independence on the part of Bul- 
garia they were powerless to do 
more than acquiesce under protest 
in each fait accompli. Greek 
aspirations in regard to Crete were 
on a different footing and could not 
materialize, thanks to the pledges 
of the protecting Powers, betore 
Turkey herself was in a position to 
have a voice in the matter. She 
has spoken in no uncertain manner, 
und for the time being has gained 
her point ; but she has not been 
allowed to come to close quarters 
with Greece, and the self-restraint 
imposed upon ber from without 
must have proved galling in the 
extreme to a pation that was 
anxious to display its new-born 
strength. The incident brought 
home to the Constantinople Govern- 
ment the conviction that Turkey 
single-banded was no match for the 
conditions in which she found 
herself placed. The way out of 
her difficulty that was presented to 
her could not fail to be gratifying 
to the amour propre of the Young 
Torks, and it is hardly to be 
wondered ut that the Porte listened 
to German and Austro-Hungarian 
overtur-s and gladly agreed to a 
military convention with Raman 











brings the Porte under the aegis 
of Germany and Austria-Hung ry 
and at the some time safeguards 
Tarkey from a Bulgarian attack io 
the rear in the event of a war with 
Greece, Bat unless the two Powers 
of Central Europe are prepared to 
finance the wh scheme of 
Ottoman re-organization, the bar. 
gain does not seem to have promot 
ed the material interests of Torkey. 
The militarist instincts of the Young 
Tarks required no encouragement, 
for already the genius of the new 
order is exhausting itself in military 
and naval aggraodizement rather 
than in sound mexsures of domestic 
reform. British and French 
sympathy, that was offered freely 
to the consvitutional ré, is being 
alienated by the disavpointment of 
all the hopes ha-ed on the termioa- 
ion of Abdul Hamid’s despotism, 
and the country bis as yet not 
benefited to the extent that it was 
led to anticipate. This aspect of 
the case, however, is Turkey's own 
concern, and she is under no oblig: 

tion to accept advice that she does 
not solicit. The policy of Great 
Britain, France and Russia is the 
maintenance of peace in the Near 
East ; and although they may be 
convinced that the latest move 
on Tarkey’s part has interfered 





























with the equilibrium of Europe 
and tends to make the Balkans 
once more a dangerous storm- 
centre, they most stand aside 
until some overt act of hostility 
has been committed. At the same 
time they can refrain from assisting 
Turkey in her aggressive schemes 
by supporting the refusal to lend the 
Porte money unconditionally. It 
is not enough to stipulate that 
French funds should be spent in 
France, for Turkish armaments will 
be as mischievous, whether pur- 
chased in France or Germany. An 
attempt can be made to wean the 
‘Turkish Government fromits present 
policy of aggressiveness and ag- 
grandizement ; and money can be 
withheld from it altogether, unless 
some guarantee be given that it will 
be spent on domestic reform and not 
to the prejudice of the world’s 
peace. Thus Turkish affairs loom 
prominently on the Enropean 
horizon, and the diplomatic con- 
flict is not simplified by the intro- 
duction of European finance as a 
free lance on the field of encounter.

RUBBER MEETING. 
November 8. 

To-morrow afternoon shareholders 
in Shanghai rubber companies have 
been asked to meet to discuss what 
may be called in general terms “ the 
rabber position ” and, if conditions 
are held to require such a stap, to 
appoint a working committee to 
consider what practical measures 
cun be taken to relieve the present 
situation locally connected with the 
rabber industry. There can be 
little doabt thet the consensus of 
iblic opinion holds that the exist- 
ing state of affairs is exceedingly 
unsatisfactory. Shanghai has in- 
vested a very large sum of money 
in rabber shares ; all these shares 
are now quoted at figures much 
below the prices ruling in the first 
half of the year, while the bulk 
of them are actually below their 
par value. Moreover these shares, 
for the most part, are not negotiable 
us collateral security, and could 
probably not be disposed of at any 
price in very large quantities. 
Among the scrip suffering from 
this slump and the prevalent un- 
jinty is that of several com- 
panies in a perfectly sound commer- 
cial position. The public, however, 
has no confidence in the statements 
made regarding such companies, 
because the exaggerated optimism 
engendered by the boom bas given 

lace to boundless pessimism re- 
garding the whole rubber industry. 
At the same time there sis the 
inevitable shortage of ready-money 
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in the Settlement, because such a 
large proportion of the floating 
capital has been invested in rabber 
shares. As these have to be re- 
tained owing to the low prices of 
shures uow ruling, it is a matter of 
general interest that nothing should 
be left undone to increase the yields 
from the rubber estates with a 
view to speedier rehabilitation of 
Shanghai finance. 

The meeting that is summoned 
for to-morrow, if we understand its 
objects aright, is mtended to give 
shareholders an opportunity of 
learning whether any practical steps 
can be taken to improve the pro- 
spects of a great number of the 
Shenghai cowpanies or whether 
each company must be left entirely 
to its own devices, to stand or fall on 
its own merits and by the know- 
ledge or ignorance regarding the 
rubber industry of its directors, 
Clearly a meeting of this character 
can formulate no definite conclu 
sion on the subject ; it can show 
whether the general wish of the 
shareholders present is that an 
attempt should be made to improve 
the value of their rubber holdings, 
and, if that should be case, it can 
appoint a representative committee 
to investigate definita suggestions. 
Various proposals for dealing with 
the situation, we understand, have 
been put forward. Any scheme 
thut is to be successful must be 
based on the idea of effecting 
economies and bringing money 
back to Shanghai. As such, it will 
hold out comparatively few attrac- 
tions to the company promoter who 
seeks merely to enrich himself; but, 
on the other hand, together with 
rival schemes it will require most 
carefal investigation. The necess- 
ary scrutiny may, perbaps, be 
accomplished better—it need not 
be done less thoroughly—by a 
committee than by « single indivi- 
dual ; certainly any joint recom- 
mendation of a body of men enjoy- 
ing public covfidence will carry 
more weight than a proposal put 
forward by one member of the 
community. To most people some 
scheme of amalgamation for the 
various Shanghai companies has 
occurred as a oxtural solution of 
existing difficulties. The proposal, 
however, does not materialize quite 
as easily us it is formulated, for apart 
from the personal factor incidental 
to sach a scheme, there are geo- 
graphical obstacles to be overcome. 
Shanghai companies are not con 
veniently placed either in one large 
group or in a number of smaller 
groups. If amalgamation is decid- 
ed to be the best solution of 
Shanghai’s rabber problem, a com- 
mittee formed at to-morrow’s meet- 
ing conld indicate in its report 
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what companies lend themselves to 
joint working. It might even go’ 
further and submit for the benefit 
of shareholders of the companies 
concerned a draft scheme applic- 
able to one or more groups of 
rubber estates. In any case, if the 
committee is enabled to do its work 
well by the ready assistance of the 
directors or agents of the various 
companies, its report cannot fail to 
be of interest to the Shanghai 
public. 

‘We have no wish to anticipate 
the verdict of to-morrow’s meeting; 
bat, in view of the letter which we 
publish to-day from “ Rubber Op- 
timist,” it seems necessary to point 
out the way in which an attempt, 
can be made to throw light on the 
present situation, If our corres- 
pondent voices the opinion of the 
majority of shareholders, the meet 
ing will decide that the whole 
subject is a “commercial matter,” 
which, we are asked to infer, does 
not admit of ynited action. On the 
other hand, if the holders of rubber 
res argue that a considerable 
amoant of time will be saved if 
they ask fen or more of their 
number to throw some light on a 
complex problem, and enable them 
to determine whether the share- 
holders of individual companies can 
take any practical action subse- 
quently, the meeting will nominate 
a committee for the purpose speci- 
fied. Wo are far from urging tbat 
this committee will at once effect the 
financial rehabilitation of Shanghai 
or revive the share market ; but it 
ought to be able to indicate whether 
there is any possibility of enabling 
a number of over-capitulized com~ 
panies to pay a satisfactory dividend 
or whether sharebolders must settle 
down to the contemplation of a 
quantity of good money wasted in 
a fit of exhilaration born of im- 
plicit trast in the men who were 
enabling them to indulge their 
weakness. The present position is 
demoralizing and derogatory to 
Shanghai’s business reputation. On 
all sides it is admitted that there is 
need for some concerted action, but 
until to-morrow’s meeting was 
arranged no one pat on foot a 
definite scheme for action. IE it 
be found that the general idea is 
wrong, that concerted action among 
the companies is impracticable, 
shareholders will at least be made 
to realize tbat they have to deal 
with each company individually. A 
preliminary meeting could not hope: 
to accomplish more than is proposed 
in the motion to be submitted 
to-morrow, and we cannot, there- 
fore, subscribe to the views of 
“Rubber Optimist,” who appears 
to belie his nom de plume, No 
business, not even the rubber 
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industry, can be so prosperous that 
it can afford to close the door to all 
suggestions that may serve to 
increase its profits. A company in 
regard to which shareholders’ 
optimism is well-founded will not 
be looking for relief ; but there are 
others which may welcome a re- 
duction in the cost of management, 
and there is no reason why these 
should be debarred from any action 
that may possibly achieve this end.

The leniency shown by the 
British race to political offenders 
is sometimes denounced as a crime 
against other countries, in that 
British territory is held to have 
become a harbourage for the mis- 
guided men who seck to effect 
social regeneration by means of the 
bomb and to remedy the inequalities 
and injostices of the present order 
by bringing about a régime of no 
order at all. A policy can only be 
judged from its practical resulta, 
and, broadly speaking, the British 
Empire bas bad little, if any, cause 
to regret its tolerance of visionaries, 
notwithstanding the danger that 
one out of a thousand may have 
bad his brain turned by real or 
imaginary wrongs and may seck to 
find retribution in a spectacular 
crime. Whether it is better with 
tense political pressure to clam 
the safety-valve down with ban 
of steel, or to give it free play, so 
that the danger of an explosion 
muy be lessened, has not yet been 
definitely demonstrated ; but it is 
scarcely claiming too much to say 
that the weight of evidence inclines 
in favour of the latter system. 
Great Britain has suffered in India 
and in Egypt by what many believe 
to be toleration carried to an 
extreme, but our national faith and 
instinct teach us that toleration, 
even if it errs on mercy’s side, is 
likely to bring out the latent good 
in those to whom it is shown and 
in success to find its justification. 
‘The contradiction involved in the 
sharp reproot and sterner threat 
given to Sun Yat-sen by Sir John 
Anderson is more apparent than 
real. Even to the easy-going 
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tolerance of the British there is a]that it denotes in the political 


limit. As a political fugitive with a' 
price on his head and a reputation 
for patriotism, Sun Yat-sen was an| 
object of commiseration. He was| 
afforded an asylum at Hongkong 
and in the Straits Settlements an: 
for so long as he refrained from an 
overt abuse of the hospitality 
extended to him he was given the 
fall protection of the British flag. 
Naturally his movements were kept 
as secret as possible, and it is 
difficult to follow his wanderings: 
during the last decade with 
exactitude. However, it is known 
that in 1908 he was living 
at Singapore and that the! 
countenance he afforded to the 
rovolationaries in Yiinnan that year 
led to a significant hint from the 
Straits Settlements Government 
that he should honour his parole. 
Soon afterwards he went to Bangkok 
for the ostensible object of collect~ 
ing money for “ Reform” purposes, 
but it was an open secret that he 
wished to enlist volunteers to assist 
the Yiinnan rebels. Very wisely 
the Siamese Government declined 
to allow him to effect his purpose, 
although no diplomatic relations 
exist between Siam and China. 
The “Reformer” departed richer 
in pocket and experience, and 
resumed his former uvocation of 
ing patriotism by proxy. 
at is to say he encouraged by 
roclamations the rebels to en- 
Jeavour to upset the existing 
Government in China by armed 
force, collected funds from 
sympathizers and issued r 
aati (to be turned into cash when 
the Chinese Republic was es- 
tablished), to pay the rebel troops. 
Sun Yat-sen sedalously avoided 
seeking the bubble reputation at 
the cannon’s mouth except in the 
Pickwickian sense. 

The fact that the fugitive “ Re- 
former” has forgotten himself 
sufficiently to merit a public rebuke 
from the Colonial Government 
would seem to show that he re- 
cognizes that ho is ina situation in 
which he can sympathize with the 
plight in which Othello found him- 
felf.. The unexpected recognition 
by the reactionaries at Peking of 
the logic of circumstances tends to 
discount the face value of the 
violent panacea by which revolu- 
tionaries who style themselves 
reformers pretend to be able to 
cure all China’s ailments. Within 
the new conditions brought into 
existence by the surprising fitness 
for a constitutional régime shown 
by the proceedings of the Provincial 
Assemblies and the National 
Assembly, and the even more sur- 
prising, if not whole-hearted, 
acquiescence of the Throne and al 








aspirations of the people, there is 
no place for Sun Yat-sen, whose 
dream was of the sanguinary eclipse 
of the star of the Manchu dynasty 
and the foundation of a Republic 
with, perhaps, a certain shrewd and 
discreet (as opposed to valorous) 
“Reformer” as the first President. 
Hardly is it to be expected that 
Sun Yat-sen should see the passing 
of his ambitious hopes with silent 
resignation, and in the congenial 
atmosphere of Penang, once the 
haunt of pirates, it is but natural 
that his chagrin should find 
expression in licentious speech. 
By the irony of fate he bas there 
as a fellow-exile the genuine 
reformer Kang Yu-wei, a man of 
jan entirely different type who will 
be able to rejoice, without any 
mental reservation, at the change 
that has come over the han of 
China’s dream ; knowing that pos- 
terity will exalt the part that he has 
played in bringing it about. Tho 
lime-light is shifting swiftly from 
the bellicose Doctor and with his 
dismay at his relegation to obscurity 
in the background of the stage 
there can be understanding, if not 
sympathy. But what is Sun Yat- 
sen’s loss is China’s gain. 


LONDON IN 1911, 
November 10. 

‘Tue announcement that the date 
of the King’s Coronation has been 
fixed for the twenty-second day of 
June next year will instinctively 
cause the minds of Britons 
throughout the world to tarn with 
pride to the great metropolis of the 
Empire, where that historic cere- 
mony is due to take place. In the 
last quarter of a century London 
has made the pomp of pageantry 
peculiarly its own, and it might 
seem that neither in the exuberance 
of loyal enthusiasm nor in the 
pathos of a splendid sorrow could 
it hope to create yet another land- 
mark in the nation’s history. But 
not even yet has the Empire really 
found itself. ‘The strivings of 
recent years towards permanency 
in the practical application of the 
Imperial tie still fall short of their 
purpose and no opportunity for 
promoting the cause of national 
solidarity can be allowed to pass 
unheeded. For this reason it is 
well thet London in 1911 should 
strike a more traly Imperial note 
than has ever echoed before from 
this mighty hub of empire. In 
itself the ceremonial of the Corona- 
tion with its magnificent pageant, 
its impressive Service and imposing 
setting in massed multitudes must 
quicken the Imperial sentiment.

On that day Britons throughout 
the Empire acknowledge that the 
ties that bind them to the one 
Crown are the same whether their 
lot is cast in the Mother Country 
‘or in one of the self-governing 
dominions. Sentiment, however, is 
but the motive power; to give 
effect to the unity of empire, so 
that it will beget a national 
strength never before achieved, it 
is necessary to devise elaborate 
machinery. Pageantry alone, thore- 
fore, will not win for London in 
1911 the same lasting distinction 
as, haply, the definite measures 
taken to give constitutional expros- 
sion to Imperial co-operation. For 
these we shall look to the Imperial 
Conference, which by fortunate 
coincidence will be meeting next 
year, and should not fail to derive 
inspiration from the thundered out~ 
burst of a nation’s loyalty. 

When tho Imperial Conference 
met Inst in 1907 it was proposed by 
the Australian Government that an 
Imperial Council consisting of re- 
presentatives of Great Britain and 
the self-governing colonies, chosen 
x oficio from their existing ad- 
ministrations, should be established, 
with a permanent secrotarial staff. 
Carried out according to the ideas 
of the proposers, this scheme would 
have entailed the institution of an 
Intelligence Department for the 
civil affairs of the Empire, under 
Imperial control. But the Confer- 
ence failed to endorse the proposal 
in its entirety ; it agreed that it 
should be known as the Imperial 
Conference” and be considered “as 
between His Majesty's Government 
and the Governments of the self- 
governing Dominions beyond the 
seas.” A permanent secretariat 
was also created, but it was a sub- 
department under a different name 
in the office of the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, and has failed 
to provide for the several Govern- 
ments of the Dominions that in- 
timate link among themselves and 
with the Home{Government that was 
the aim of the Australian resolution. 
At next year’s Conference it may be 
supposed that the discrepancies 
between the intentions of its pro- 
decessor and the practical results 
achieved in the interval will be 
pointed out by the Australian 
Government. It is realized, how- 
ever, in many quarters that the 
causes which led to the adoption of 
half-hearted measures of Imperial 
co-operation at the last Conference 
will still be found to exist when the 
same Government meets the repre- 
sentatives of the overseas dominions 
next year. If, therefore, any real 
advance in the Imperial idea is to 
be made in 1911, the Conference 
will neod all the encouragement 
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that can be 
national celebrations. 

In these circumstances it is 
fortunate that the Coronation is to 
be supplemented as a spectacular 
event by the great Festival of 
Empire, which in view of the 
spontaneous support that it is 
receiving from the Home Govern- 
ment and from the Colonial 
Governments cannot fail to be a 
rallying point for Imperial senti- 
ment. ‘The postponement from last 
year of this Imperial Exhibition to 
be held at the Crystal Palaco has 
enabled the promoters to revise 
their original plans and to evolve a 
scheme far more ambitions and 
more adequate to tell the story of 
the Empire than was originally 
feasible. If the Exhibition follows 
the lines already Inid down, the 
Coronation year will have been 
worthily celebrated. Thanks to the 
official support given it will be 

ible to display on a scale never 

fore attempted the magnitude 
and resouroes of the Empire, to 
convey to the people in Great 
Britain a traer conception of the

come must mean so much to the 
total strength of the Empire. Ex- 
hibitions, it may be argued, are 
much the samo the world over ; 
and even when the Colonial build- 
ings and every court are to be seen 
as far as possible in their native 
setting, by the aid of screens 
depicting typical landscapes, the 
Empiro at the close will be where 
it was before the Imperial Exhibi 
tion opened. Yot if the spirit of 
the year be abroad, the millions who 
will visit this reproduction in 
miniature of the British Empire, 
will absorb more than can be dis- 
missed as a nine days’ wonder. 
The Colonial visitor too will take 
back from the Pageant of London, 
which will be a prominent featare 
in the celebrations, the recollection 
of a splendid representation of the 
incidents upon which the Imperial 
City was built up. As the Crown 
is the common link that binds the 
unita of the British nation together, 
so London in a more material sphere 
is a joint inheritance that, owing to 
its proud position in the world’s 
affairs, constitutes an asset of em-

FROM THE PULPIT. 


The following sermon was preached 
by the Right Rev. G. E. Moale, . 
‘at Ningpo on Sunday, October 30 

Text : Philippians III. 20. Our 
conversation is in heaven. 

‘Two words, “conversation” and 





















“heaven,” call for some special con- 
sideration, if we would enter fally into 
St. 's meaning. Conversation 

now limited to mean “ talking together.” 


‘When the Bible was translated—300 
years sgo—it meant much more, and 
‘was taken to represent St. Paal’s Greek 
word, which has been rendered by recent 
scholars either * citizenship” or  com- 
‘monwealth,” “city of our habitation” 
or home. I think we may take it that 
the last senso was in St. Paul's mind, 
Oar home, the city to which all oar} 
loyalty and affection goes back, is 
Heaven—not Cilician Tarsus for Paul, 
not my English Dorset for me. 

But what and where is Heaven ? 
Geography bas no answer for us; for 
it deals only with the earth; nor 
Onranography, for its subject is the sky. 
It is trae that in poetry, especially in 
hymns, thero is a tendency to speak of 
heaven and the sky as synonymous, 
jesus who lives abore the sky.” 
We seck a rest beyond the skies,” 





are instances. These phrases, no doubt, | despai 


point our thoughts “ beyond” ; bat still 
the direction is upward towards the sky. 

I do not say there is.20 justification 
for such phrases, Oar Lord speaks of 
His retarn to God as an “ascent” i.¢., 
skyward. “I aseend unto My Fathe 
and My God.” Bat there is little 
encouragement for us in such phrases ; 
little suggestion at any rate in the sky, 
‘of place, locality, in which home and 
‘commonwealth could be situated, in 
which life could be enjoyed. 

We are embodied beings ; sctivity, 
enjoyment, society, intercourse, all 
imply—seem to imply—a body, and 
‘a body must have ground to stand on, 
air to breathe, provision for its subsis- 
tence and scope for its activity. And 
neither science nor Scripture gives us 
ground for expecting to find these in 
the akies. 

Oar best guide in this inquiry is our 
Lord—His knowledge, not only abori 
ginal knowledge ss God, before His in- 

ion, bat after living precisely our 
and dying our death. I should 
ther say His knowledge, as expressed 























in conversations not only after His 
resurrection from the grave, but before: 
it too—our beet gaide in the sense of 
being more intelligible than anything 
else, as it was spoken by a Man to men 
in their own language, and when already, 
after many months’ intercourse, they 
had become familiarly acquainted with 
Him, and could trast Him, 
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It is troe there are sn; of 
the oatare of Heaven under’ varioss 
besntifal figures in the pre-Christian 
Scriptores, ¢.7., Isaiah, and the Pealme, 
‘and these are echoed in the Apocrypha. 

Bat everyone of these is figurative,

It will require something more than 
intellect to learn Chioese—patience, » 
musical ear, and the heart of a child, for 
instance—bat I think all will agree tbat 
marked success in this work is still an 
intellectual achievement.

DR. SAMUEL 
JOHNSON, 


LEOTORE BY DR. WILDER. 

On Wednesday night, under the 
and |suspices of the Union Charch Literary 
jand Social Guild, Dr. Amos. P, Wilder, 
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Consul-General for the United States 
of Americs, delivered « lectare on Dr. 
Samuel Johnson, The Rev. O. E. 
Darwent presided, and a large audience 
attentively and appreciatively followed 
the excellent address given by Dr. 
Wilder. 

An abstract of the lectare follows 

Boswell’s life of Jobnson 
not merely to read, but to live with. 
To know it is to know London of the 
Eighteenth Centary, to become intimate 
with many of the inflcential men of 
that era ; and, through discussions by 
Dr. Jobnson and his friends, to attaia 
‘scaltare in many of the topics that 
engage men in all times, Boswell’s is 
called the greatest of biographies ; it 
‘more than a record of Johnson, it is a 
cross eection of buman life and thought 

t once delightful reading, = rapid 
succession of pictures of men and thinge, 
and a grappling with the profoundest 
themes, many of them clarified by the 
sane, wise and forcefal reasoning of 
Jobnson, 

Boswell was reprebensible—vaio, 
ridiealous and unstable—but every ad- 
mirer of Johnson extends corner of 
the mantle of charity to the young 
Scoteman who bad an enthasiasm for 
great men and a cariosity at least for 
men who are merely conspicuous, He 
had Pepys’ weakness for hangings. 
Bat so admirable « reporter of debates, 
and the fami of such men as made 
ap “The Club” cannot be dismiasod 
with impatience or a smile, Bosy 
had mentality enough. 

It suggests the broadening of* ntel- 
lectaal interests since Johnson's ti 
to note that the conversation carried 
very little science, Each man knew his 
+ Noone would have been at 
‘ease there who did not recognize the 
quotations and references; and the 
English prose and poetry of that and 
the preceeding eras were also the 
property of every educated man and 
woman. Literature was the measure, 
Pope lived long enough to praise 
Johnson's first pom; and in writing 
etch of Dryden Johnson found two 
old men who Temembered him as hoe

Our’ great 
baildings and street traffic and equip- 
ment of modern convenience and 
facility dare and crash us as some 
grest blind unfeeling instrument of 
bratal materialism, yet all this touched 
with the finer aspirations of a thoughtfal 


decay that

that clectricity 
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and considerate humanity becomes one 
of the most majestic conceptions of the 
mind—and the optimist sees it comi 

Jobnson's career fitted him to write 
and talk of homan life in all phaces, 
‘The con of a Litchfield book-seller and 
magistrate, the boy was poor and proud 
and, with Fielding, Gcldemith and many 
others, knew the miseries of Grab 
Street. Ho had that nataral force of 
body and mind from cbildhoo® that 
characterizes great me 
powerfal fellow physical! 
he was a prodigy even as a collegi 
Now and thea one meets a boy or a man 
who seems to do everything he puts his 
hand or mind to better than othere, 
betokening superior equipment. The 
carefal up-bailding of modest qualities 
in meritorious and most of the supply 
of achievement comes from this source; 
but the supreme men are those who 
had a botter start than the rest of us— 
who built supremely well on exceptional 
foundations. Thus » maximum of 
efficiency and power is secured—strong 
heredity, prospered by environment, 
and reinforced by the most advanta- 
geous discipline. Johnson's experiences, 
hharsh as they were, were usefal in 
mataring bis powers and enriching 
his mind, and the wholesome vein in 
him safeguarded him. 

‘The world is for over looking for a 
Man, The cariosity of the crowd to seo 
each new comer who won a name is 
largely explained by a pathetic secret 
impulse that perhaps He bas come— 
someone who can ioterpret life, As a 
role we tarn away dissppointed, or at 
best only partly satisfied. It must be 
‘0, for partial only is the attainment of 
the best of men. Bat these occasional 
kingly men who have como down from 
all ages, in varied shapes, constitate » 
legacy without whom bomanity would 
long ago bave utterly despaired. Each 
of us has our gallery of demi-gode— 
‘men whom we most admire, who seem to 
have at least approached the secrot ; 
such y “have helped us,” It 
would be absurd to ravk old Sam 
Johnson—pompous, didactic, irritable 
—with the saints sages of 
firet rank, yet he communicates ® good 
deal of sterling example: and as one 
tarns over the pages of “ Rasselas ” and 
“The Rambler,” or perases bis off-band 
remarks on a thousand topics ranging 
from “free will” to marriage, the 
nature of goverament to the pleasures 
of old age, tbo strength of bis reasoning 
and his views enrich life for us. Ei 
son notes that as ore 
writings of men, they somehow fail to 
match the expectation incited by their 
fame ; the philosopher explains this by 
saying it was the personality of the 
living man that created the fame. This 
is especially true of Johnson who wrote 
little except his ‘Lives of the Poets" 
alter George the Third pensioned him 
in 1762 as recognition of his Dictic 
Johnson’s 
was lazy, he usually had on hand » 
quarrel with s pablisber or an author 
he flirted 
diary records many failures to keep to 
hia resolutions, He “hung loose on 
society” for many years and always hed

some fear of death which clonded him 
‘until just before the end. This abound- 
ing haman quality ia Johnson—thi 
capacity for friendship, his wit, his 
Kindness, made him a very real figure 
‘even until now, Unlike moet literary 
men he touched life on many sides. 
Poet, essayist, lexicographer, be was also 
wit, traveller, convereationalist, man of 
the world and philosopher. And throngh 
all his activities ran a spirit of indepen 
dence that leaves sn impression of a 
ragged soul to match bis marsive un- 
gainly body. 

Some have questioned whether with- 
‘out Boswell’s embalming work Johnson 
would be remembered. It is a curious 
inquiry as to whether some men are fi 
gotten who are yet the equals of others 
who endare in the world’s appreciation. 
It is significant in Jobnson’s case that 
‘among his contemporaries he was re- 
garded as chie!—s dictator of literature 
and the authoritative speaker on themes 
of widest range, His works are not now 
largely read, partly because his style is 
obsolete ; bat no one can follow him 
without noting the creative thought, 
Most men’s intellectual output is mere 
repetition of others’ ideas, perbaps with 
some originality of presentation. 
one reads Jobns»n, often each sentence 
strikes one forcibly as a new thought, 
as an original trath. In the converes- 
tions which Boswell outlines, many 

ied topics are treated by Jobnson 
with wonderfal insight, in fact, the 
word “insight” finds a good definition 
in his interpretation of many common- 
place situations, Jobs 
of tremendous sense ; ‘ree 
your mind of cant” betokens his intel- 
lectasl method, which was to get at 
heart of a thing. In a recent memorial 
to him he is denominated not only 
essayist, traveller and lexicographer, but 
“Talker,” and one realizes what a lost 
art conversation is to read the dis- 
cussion Jobnson had with Sir Joshus, 
with Goldsmith, Burke, Garrick and 
the other worthies who gathered 
“The Clab.” Oar modern li 
forbids the unbarried intim of 
those days, and men cannot opfold any 
mental treasures they hsve in casual 
meetings with strangers. 

Jobneon’s philosophy of life was 
coloured by his misfortunes and the 
habitaal gloom that invested him, Hie 
heariog and seeing were impaired ; he 
bad eccentric waye, avd at times melan- 
choly almost finished him. All thi 
is reflected in his diary and in bis 
theory that the miseries of life outweigh 
the joys, What is called the plessare 
of life, be said, are mere struggles to 

pain. Itwasan amusing remark 
that an old schoolmate made to Jobn- 
son when they met after forty years.

It 
was freely stated at the same time that 
the matter of security had not been ar- 
ranged and that some delay might be| 
expected before an actual settlement was 
reached. 

In matters of loans and contracts 
with the Chinese Government early 
periods of flashed hope on the part of 
ingenuons foreigners not infrequently 
fare superseded by anxious doubts and 
deferred hopes, as we have seen by the 
Obinchon-Aigan scheme and the Hu- 
Kuang contract, and this big loan, 
which undoubtedly would be a splendid 
impetus to trade, begins to throw 
shadows of uncertainty. sincerely 
to be hoped, howerer, that it does go

PROVISCIAL COUNCILS, 
POWERS AND LIMITATION! 
It seems then, that the conc'nsion 
may be fairly drawn that the field 
which is open for the exercise of a 
council's activities is prescribed by very 
real limitations, It remains to be seen 
what of action « coneil may 
indalge ia within this limited sphere. 
Tho rest of the chapter, nine articles, is 
mainly concerned with the definition of 
the relationship of the governor to 
oonneil, Article twenty-two says, A. 
coancil discusses and comes to an 
agreement as to whst it wants to be 
carried out ; it then sonds up its pro- 
position to the governor, and waits for 
him to declare his intention snd put the 
matter into execution.”

The council's action bas no executive 
force, it cannot compel the executive to 
more ; it is not » law that must be 
pat into force.

followed by a crowd of Chinese which 
presently began to assame s menacing 








attitude and threats were uttered that, 
‘if the Health Department's work were 
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continued, violence would be offered. 
Inspector Houghton continued his 
work until stones were thrown at him, 
whereupon he joined Health Inspector 
Long, who had been carrying on his 
daties in North Chekiang Road and 
bad met with similar obstruction, When 
the attitude of the crowd became still 
more threatening, “these officers made 
their way to the Plague Station, from 
whence a telephone message was dis- 
patched to the West Hongkew Police 
Station, calling for police assistance, 
A foree of some forty policemen was 
dispatched at once to the scene of the 
disturbance, bat before their arrival the 
mob had dispersed, As a result of 
this disturbance, we understand that the 
daily house-to-house visitation has bean 
suspended, bat the other routine work 
is being carried op as formerly, 

‘Many wild romours have been in cir- 
calation among the lower classes of Chi- 
nese with regard to the-steps being taken 
to suppress the plague, Some have it 
that all cases of sickness are removed 
to the Isolation Hospital, where the 
patients are at once exterminated. 
Other reports circulated are to 
the effect that several hundreds of 
Chinese have been removed to the 
Hospital and have succambed there, 
bat not from the plague, and that the 
‘snthorities refuse to band over their 
bodies to the relatives for burial accor- 
ding to Chinese custom, Whatever may 
be the effect of these romonrs among 
the ignorant classes, there seems little 
donbt that the ‘more enlightened 
natives view with appreciation the 
steps that have been taken to prevent 
the plague obtaining » foothold in 
the Settlement,

mistoRIcaL x0: 

What is probably the earliest his 
torical reference to the Plaguo has 
already been referred toia these columns. 
It is to be found in the Tell el Marna 
tablets, ins lotter from a Prince of 
Alashia in Asia Minor to the King of 
Egypt, circa 1380 BO. It is also 
regarded as cortain that the term 
rod” io the Bible is synonymous 
ith “ bubo.” Plague is supposed firet 
to have obtained a foothold in Europe in 
the time of M. Antoninns, when it was 
brought to Italy by the army from the 
Parthian War. In the reign of Titus 
ten thousand peraona died in one day 
in Rome, The earliest detailed reoord 
of the havoc wrought by this dread dis- 
ease is that of the great Plagae which 
visited Byzantiom in 642 A.D. Tho 
mortality of this visitation is eaid to have 
amounted to 100,000,000, and to have 
resulted in a visible decrease of the’ 
buman species. Starting from Pelus- 
ium, Plagae afterwards invaded the east 
coast, and spread inland. Another 
appalling visitation occurred in the 
middle of the fourteenth century. Thia 
epidemic is known in history by the 
grim name of the Black Death. In 















































many areas two-thirds to three-quarters 
‘of the population were swept away. 
Harvests were allowed to rot, because 
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no one could be foand to till the fields, 
industries were paralyzed, and no 
doctors or priests could be found 
to minister to the dying. It is 
‘estimated that balf the population of 
England and Wales enccumbed. The! 
Black Death is supposed to have come 
from China in the year 1334, It reached 
Florence in 1348. Bocesccio describes 
jta ravages in that province, snd Pope: 
Clement VI estimated the total des: 
traction of life from this visitation 
thronghout the world st 42,000,000. 
‘The disease remained endemic in Europe 
until the ninetesoth centary. 

‘The next grest epidemic occured in 
1630, when Milan was ravaged by the 
Plagne, and 160,000 persons died. A 
pest-honse built to accommodate 2,000: 

‘one bad at one time 16,000 patients 
within its walle. In 1665 the Plague 
reached London, which at once became 
acity of lamentation. Defoe, Evelyn 
and Pepys all describe this epidemic, 
wbich drove 200;000 persone out of 
London, left 10,000 houses deserted, 
‘and was not finally stamped out antil 
after the grest fire of September 1666. 
Indeed, Pepys declares that the Thanks- 
giving Dey for the cessation of the 
Plague, observed on November 20,1666 
was appointed to enable plays to be 
‘acted once more—the Bishops baving 
forbidden them daring the epidemic, 
‘According to Defoe all possible efforte 
‘were made to kill rats and mic 

Marseilles suffered from an epidemic 
which carried off 86,000 viet 
1720. In 1780 80,000 persons were 
swept away in Moscow. Constantinople 
was visited in 1803, with the destrac- 
tion of 160,000 lives, and sgain in 
1815 when the dread diseaso claimed

2,000 of the French troops in Syria 
died from Plague, As late as 1878 
there was an epidemic in Russia, sod 
within the present generation Sydaey, 
Marseilles, Glasgow, Oporto, the 
Argentine, Paregoay, Brazil aod Sao 
Fravcisoo' have heard the Plague 
Knocking at their doore. 

‘The ravages of Plagae in India are 
a matter of general knowledge. The 
disease is supposed to have been im- 
ported from Chins, and was frst 
recognized in Bombay in 1896. Ite 
progress was low bat certain. It 
spread throughout the length and 
breadth of India. In 1904 the mor- 
tality in Indie was 1,022,000, and 
botween 1896 and 1907 five acd a 
qnarter millions bad succumbed to the 
scourge. 

‘Modern knowledge of the Plague 
dates from 1894 when it attacked Hong- 
kong, and first presented iteelf to acca 
rate observation. Hongkong suffered 
severely. In 1894 there were 2,547 
deaths and on one day (Jane 7) no 
fewer than 107 deaths and sixty-nine 
‘new cases were reported. 

THE PLAGUE BACILLUS

Iti a peri-bable vegetable 
organism, depending for ite life, for any 
considerable time, on lodgement io 
liviog animal tissues, and dying quickly 
in the sanlight, or ia dry, hot air, It 
cannot live indefinitely in soil or water, 
and is readily destroyed by the ordinary 
methods of sterilization or disiofection. 
MODE OF INFECTION. 

Plague is not readily infectious. 
The bacillus cannot exist as a living 
entity io the dust of the air. It can 
be conveyed by iofected food or w 
Tt bas now been clearly established 
rate and their vermio are the principal 
media of spreading . To 
carry infeotion with any certainty from 
rat to rat or from rat to haman being 
the fles is required. This bas beeo 
demonstrated by exhaustive experiments 
with rate and floae, Healthy rats, sick 
rats, rata with floas aod rate without 
fleas, sick and bealtby rate in th 
cage, with and without fleas, 
been experimented upon, and the results 
have demonstrated beyond all doubt! 
that healthy rats can ba infected by 
fleas from sick ones, and tbat bealthy 
rate remain well while living io the 
same cage as infected rate wbile there 
flea-proof barrier between them 
Rat fleas prefer rats to barman boste, 
boot when an infected rat dies the fleas 
leave the corpse and are not particular 
where they obtain their meal 
in in 1894 found flies infected 
ith the Plague becilli, as well as ante, 
bags and fleas, Simond proved oon- 
clusively that the danger of handling 
Plagae-infected rate lay in the fleas 
and other vermin that leave the dead 
body. He also showed that infected 
rata are safe to handle four hours after 
death, but dangerous to touch before 
the body is cold. lothing is believed 
only to carry infection through 
mediom of vermin, Mosquitoes 
regarded with snepicion by som 
thorities. 

The ordinary method of infection in 
a Plagaecase may therefore be desoribed 
as follows. A rat dies from Plague in 
the house or immediate neighbourhood, 
‘and the colony of fleas that bare lived 
‘on its body leave it ia’search of another 
host. If they find snother rat the 
disease spreads further smong the 
rodents. Bat they may lie concealed 
in a crack in the floor. or a pinch of 
dust ina corner, and when they got 
hungry « meal off the haman body 
does not come amiss. The most 
important anti-Plague messares, there- 
fore, are the destraction of rats generally, 
the prevention of escape of rats from an 
infected ares, and famigation aod 
disinfection to kill both rate and fleas,

VARIETIES OF TYPE. 

Dr, J. Oantlie in = pamphlet on 
Plagne, describes it under ten different 
types.

‘The most 
practical test to which it was put was in 
the House of Correction at Bycalla, in 
India. Of 172 aninoculated persons 
twelve canebt Plagae, and six died, 
while of 142 inocalated persons only 
two got the disease and both recovered. 
It is said that the difference of mortality 
between inocalsted and uninoculated 
persons in the town of Damaun was no 
ess than 85 per cont, Halfkine’s 
treatment is a preventive ; not a cure.

-Calmette seram, as prepared

CHIEF FRATORES OF THR MONOPLANR, 

A very non-technical description of 
a monoplane is as follows, A pair of 
wings, each of which hes rooghly the 
ratio of length to breadth that obtains 


with an ordinary log posteard, are 
joined together on light body. 
Usually bat ot quite iovariably, these 





wings are tapered towards the edges, 
Usually bat again not invariably, they 
are so set in the body that each ' wing 
tip prints upwards to s certain extent 
—that is to say the whole bears a 
rough relation to something that is 
da 
capital T. In rear of these main wings 
there is some form of tail for steadying 
purposes. This tail carries small planes 
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which can be adjusted for rising aod 
falling, and technically known as 
“elevators.” Thoy are called balf « 
dozen other things beside, For example 
spoken of as 
"and the latest 
American word for them is “ risers!" 
‘The main wings of the monoplane 
may be adjastable to various angles, or 
they may be fixed and have adjastable 
flaps at their rear edges for the purpose 
of assisting stability, of which more 
‘anon, Vertical “keels” or fins are 
‘also essential featares in a monoplane 
in order to secure longitudinal stability. 
‘A monoplane is generally driven by 
1 single tractor, that is to say, a screw 
propeller placed in front which drags 
‘the machine sfter it through the air. 
‘This is the usual practice, but some have 
been built with two tractors instead of 
fone, and there also exists a monoplane 
with a propeller behind. There also 
exists a monoplane which bas its tail 
in front and proceeds backwards through 
the air, 











A DISADVANTAGE. 
‘A disadvantage of the monoplane

required, often ranning to forty feet or 
more for relatively small carrying po

HSUCHOUFU.

OW THE GRAND ANAL, 
Haring jast rotarned from a summer 
spent at Kaling, some observations as 
to conditions along the way, may not 





be ont of place. Over a fortnight was 
spent on the Grand Canal, on a slow 
boat, thus affording many opportunities 
for direct observation and for question- 
ing the people in the different villages 
slong the way. 


We entered the Canal 









English mil 
nd learn, the rice from Chinkiang as 
far north as Tsingkiangpa was in good 
condition. From Yangobow north, the 
bean crop has been a partial failure, the 
extent of the failare varying much 
according to the lowness of the locality, 
The farther north we went, the more 
destitute the people seemed to be. All 
reports agree that the worst conditions 
centre along the Shantung border on 
both sides of the Canal. Every day boat- 
load after bost-load of refogees passed 
‘us going south with Yangchow as their 
objective point, Boats thirty feet long 
would, by sctaal count, have from sixty 
to one hundred people in them ; 80 
crowded in fact that it was impossible 
for the occapants to move. The stetn 
and sides of boats were covered in with 
wheel-barrows, with now and then a 
coop of chickens that were keeping their 
‘owners company, When the assembled 
company felt like eating they disem- 
barked and dog small holes in the canal 
bank. In these holes they kindled a 
fire of cane stalks and cooked their food 
in the ever present small kwoa. At 
buodreds of places these blackened 
holes bear mute testimony to those who 
have passed on in their poverty. 80% 
villagers profess to have made balf » 
crop of beans and kaoliang, others three 
tenths, while the very worst sdmit 
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having made one tenth of a crop. 
Fields of dry kaoliang still standing in 
water bear testimony that their reports 
are not all exaggerstions. Not «few 
have lost their all, inclnding houses. In 
this immediate locality the crop failure 
has not been so complete, or the 
Joss of houses so great; still dis- 
trees is very evident. Flonr is now 
over sixty cash per catty while the 
ordinary hard time price is under forty. 
‘There is more begging than there was 
fonr years ago at the beginning of the 
big famine, ‘There is this difference 
that the localities affected are much 
more limited than they were four years 
ago. 

‘THR TIENTSIN-POKOU RAILWAY. 

on the Tientsin-Pukou 
Railway is very evident. Grading is 
practically all done on the southern 
tection, The rosd bed bas been covered 
with crashed stone and the banks 
protected by grass sods in exposed 
places.

He is generally lelt » corpse, In one 
recent robbery to the west of this place 
‘one two year old child was shot to 
desth and one woman and two men 
badly wounded—all neighbours of the 
man whose house was being robbed. 
Ordinarily no attempt is made to catch 
the robbers, One attempt, that 
succosded, is worthy of note as showiog 
that Chinese soldiers are not 
without that quality, in American 
parlance, known as “sand.”

DEATH OF M. MOROMTSEFF. 
The sudden death at Moscow from 
heart failure of Sergey Andreevitch 
Maromteeff, President of the First 














‘y*! Muromteseff—natarally, to those who 
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Dama, bas come as » painfol shock 
alike to friends and political enemiee— 
private foes be had none. He was one 
‘of the foremost leaders of the old Con- 
stitutional Democratic Party (Cadets). 
Professor Muromtseff, like so many 
of the “liberal” leadera of modern 
Russia, was s Moscow man. Begio- 
ning life at the Moscow University, 
‘3 contemporary and friendly rival of 
men who have been Ministers of 
State in recent years, M, Muromteeff, 
unlike many of his contemporari 
stood firmly all his life by the “liberal ” 
ideas which are common to all the: 
youth of Rassia, And for those ideas 
hhis career soffered time and again, as 
was the custom of Russia in the days 
before the Dama provided « safety-valvo 
for the pent-op feelings of political 
discontent, present in all countries and 
‘ander all forms of goverament, but in 
those days in Rassia alone of civilized 
countries involving police persecation in 
the interests, nominally, of the principle 
of antocracy. ‘Thos while M. Murom- 
teeff under the autooracy never found an 
‘adequate outlet for the tremendous 
‘energy with which he was endowed, 
others, more pliable if not more 
able, whose hands bad been set 
with bis to proposals for the batter 
government of Russia that in those 
dered high treason, 
isterial rank onder. 
antocratic Emperors, It was not in 
the nature of M. Maromtseff thns to 
play traitor to his principles, and for 
‘many years, as Professor of Roman Law 
‘at the Moscow University, he wasa

crisis of the dissolation of the First 
‘Dama that he committed the fatal error 
of following an unworthy lead and 
leaving St. Petersburg for the soil of 
Finland, the besdquarters of the active 
revolutionary party. The fatile Viborg 
Manifesto, undoubtedly an act of

The Emperor was at 
‘Tsarskoe Selo and the summons was to 
an audience on the following morning, 
‘An Imperial Court carriage and attend- 
‘ants wore sent to the station toeseort 
with all honour the President of Rassia’s 
First Dama to the presence of his 
sovereign. It retarned empty afters 
long wait. The sovereign waited still 
longer io vain until, hours later, an 
explanation was offered bim which 
utterly damned the Constitational, De- 
mocratic Party, them as dis- 
loyal subjects and reyolationary plotters 
who wore at thet very moment concoot- 
ing treason on Finnish territory. It 
says much for the Emperor Nicholas the 
Second’s firmness of purpose in the 
‘cause of constitutional reform that the 
novel institation of the Dama was not 
romptly abolished altogether at this 
‘critical moment, as many of His 
Majesty's edvisers strongly urged. M. 
Maromtseff had waited in St. Poters- 
burg till the last possible: moment before 
taking train for Fioland ; the saumwons 
to an audience of the Emperor which 
ho was awaiting did not come; be 
despaired of his sovereign's firmness in 
the path of constitational reform :

His solid, straight- 
forward natare was precisely that which 
east of all could hope to meet success- 
folly the arta employed agaiost bim by 
men whove training made them past mas- 
ters of political intrigue. Had the Pre 
sident of the First Dama but trusted 
his sovereign a little more he had never’ 
gone to Viborg, and much of the bitter 
experiences that followed on the Viborg 
‘Manifesto—caused by or excused by it 
‘according to the point of view—might 
have been spared the misguided, soffer- 
ing Rassian people. History slone can 
decide whether the Minister who de- 
layed bis ign’s message, or the 
President of the Dama whose faith in 
his sovereign failed him at an unpre- 
codeated crisis, aball jnntly bear before 
posterity the burden of this weighty 
charge. 





























INDIA.

Jubbalpore, October 13, 
DERA oHAzI RUAN, 

For several seasons in succession we 
have heard of the erosion of the Indus, 
and the threatened destruction of the 
town of Dera Ghazi Khan, Esch 
‘monsoon, as the rain descended and the 
floods rose, scenes of terror and fight 
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ensned, but year after year the danger’ 
passed, and the trend of the Indus set 
in a less alarming direction. The knell 
has at length sounded and the city is 
doomed. At the end of the flood 
season of 1910, only one-fourth of the 
town, once the home of 21,000 peop! 
remains, the rest has been swallowed by 
theIndas. Many of thepeoplebave found 
temporary refoge in the neighbourhood, 
3,000 sre absolately homeless. All 
sroncd lie pools black and stagnant, 
‘amid flooded water-logged fields. The 
flood will retire as the river sinks, bat 
the rain of the town remains, Shops, 
houses, temples, shrines have been lost 
in sand banks, and churned into mod. 
Government has fixed upon a new 
some ten miles from the river, 
distributed plots at a nominal charge, 
bat the vast majority of the inhabitants, 
ousted from their old homes, cannot 
afford to build new ones. The Govern- 
ment has already heavy charges; the new 
town must bave its water supply and 
drainagesy stom, its pavements and roads, 
schools and hospitals, all must fall on 
finanees of the Punjab Faads for houses 
for the homeless cannot be guaranteed. 
It is estimated that at least balf » lak! 
of rapes will be required for this 
purpose. An appeal has besa madi 
to the charitably disposed, which will 
surely meet with a generous response’ 
in India, where all shades and grades 
‘are eo benevolent to their fellow-castes- 
men.

IMPERIAL DECREES. 


By Telegraph from Peking 
‘Specially Translated for the 
“ North-China Daily News.” 

November 4, 

OONVENING THE PARLIAMENT. 

With reference to tho telegrams from 
the Vioroys and Governors of the 
several Provinces, praying that con- 
stitational canons be promolgated, that 
Parliament be established and that = 
Cabinet be constructed. and with re- 
ference to the memorial of the National 
Assembly stating that assemblies of 
Sbontien and the remaining several 
Provinces bave preseoted memorands 
prayiog for the more speedy opening 
of the Parliament and so forthy; these 
telegrams and mem 
receipt handed to the Gr 
aod the Government Council for their 
joint pernsal and discussion. 

Thereafter the Princes and Ministers 
in these bodies each expressed their 
views thereon presenting them to the 
throne in the form of memoranda. 
They were received in andience on 
November 3, sod were interrogated in 
detail. The question was thoroughly 
debated upon, and their views thereon 
were well nigh anavimous, Since th 
time in the previous reigo, when 
period was rettled for establishment of a 
Constitutional Goveroment, and pre} 
ations were made therefor year by yi 
‘We recognized with respect the import 
of this behest ; and We have been night 
‘and day ia apprehension, nor at any time 
have We not beld in our intent the 
desire to administer 
with His parpose. But a Wi 
bave not ventared in the least to delay, 
t0 likewise have We not ventnred upon 
baste disproportionate to the cr- 
eamstances, Upon two rcossinnn bax 
the Court of Censors memorialized re- 
questing the more speedy opening of 
the Parlisment, On both occasions 
have We very divtinctly notified that at 
that time it was our object to proceed 
in appreciation of the importance of 
this Act of Government, and that there- 



































fore sincerely We could not but con-| de 


tinue in the oxercise of circumspection, 
Yet now in gauging conditions of the 
time, they are found in differ in 
every breath aod in every twinkling of 
‘an eye; and the menace of existing 
circumstances beonmes daily greater 
The Throne is pight and day in pe 
bation of mind, io irm anxiety to avert 
and save. The only conrse is qnickly 
to vroceed to Constitutions] Guveroment 
in order to bring abou: an improvem nt 
‘daily progressive. No need for the 
High Ministers and the people to beg

Spanish Consulate at Shanghai, exo- 
ented and daivored to James H. Brown 
on 12, 1907, » mortgage on 
these Srecias in the eum of Mexican 
360,000.00; that the mortgage was 
i in the Spanish Consalate 
that on October 13, 1909, in execation 
of a judgement for Mexican $56,000.00 
obtained in the Spanish Consulate 
against Frank Gordon by Robert W. 
Sexton, the premises were sold at 
pablic auction and were bought for 
Mexican $36,000.00 by Robert W. 
Gexton and title deeds thereof were 
registered and issued to him ; that Ro- 
bert W. Sexton, at the time of the sale 
and the issuance of the title deeds bi 
potice of the existence of the mortgage; 
‘and that the petitioner, Laura Brown. 
wife of James R. Brown, is assignee of 
the mortgage 
The petition iis for » decree that 
Robert W, Sexton holds the property 
under and subject to said mortgage, 
‘The above recited allegations of the 
plaintiff are not disputed excepting, 
first, as to the character and effect of 
the transaction claimed to constitute 
the sortase and, second, as to the 
‘nowledge of the mor the 
defendant, ied 
The jarisdiction by the Spanish 
Consular Court of the person of Frank 
Gordon and of his real and personel 
property at Shanghai is established by the 
Spanish Consular Court and the locus of 
the contract and of the property it affects 
is identical, The peculiarity that the 
same real property situate in Shanghai 
i here of 
extraterritorial jariedictions of the seven 
teon treaty powers, and the fact that ex- 
traterritorial jurisdiction of real property 
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follows the extraterritorial jurisdiction 
of the person of the owner, be subject 
now to the jurisdiction of one power and 
again to that of another, does not affect 
the operation of the principles of private 
international law involved in the present 
action. The law that applies to the 
person, the contract and the property 
‘subject to the judgement referred to, is 
Spanish law. Gordon was 
known to all parties concerned in the 
present controversy as a subject of 
Spain. All parties dealing with bim 
must be presumed to bave had know- 
ledge of his status as a Spanish subject 
and of the provisions of the Spanish 
law by which his property rights would 
be protected and bis legal obligations 
would be measured and determined.

Copies of thr 
Spanish ( ivil Code. Articles 1857, 
1875 and 1880 and of the Spanish Law 
of Mortgages, Articles 2, 3, 23, 27, 
146 aud 396 were put in evidence iv 
translation into English on the oral 
verification of Mr. Sostos. Article 
3 of the Law of Mortgages reads : “ To 
permit the record of the title deeds 
mentioned in the preceding article 
(which include mortgeges), they must 
be in the shape of « public writing, wi 
or certified docament issued by 
suthority or by the government or i 
agents in the form prescribed by the 
regalations.” Article 1857 of the 
Spanish Civil Code requires that 
‘morigeges be drawn and executed before 
‘an officer known as a notary having 
qnasi-jadicial authority and following 
statutory formalities, Article 
of the same code provides that it 
is indispensable to the validity of « 
mortgage tbat it be recorded in extenso 
ina record kept by the notery and 
styled a “register of property.” In 
connexion with his other functions the 
Spanish Consul at Sbangbai bas by 
statute the fanctions of a notary. 


‘The instrament under question in 
the present action was not drawn or 
execnted before the Spanish Consal in 
his capacity as notary, It was thero- 
fore not entitled to be registered, 
in the “ register of property” and was 
not 80 registered. Consequently the! 
recording of it in another record 
removed it from the provisions of! 
Article 23 of the Spanish Law of 
Mortgages which make entry in the 
“register of property” constructive 
notice to “third persons, that is, to 
persons who, according to Article 27 of! 
‘the same law, bave not participated in 
the recorded instrament, 

In the purview of the law of Spain the 
instrament relied on by the plaintiff 
as a mortgage was therefore not valid 
mortgage and the record given to it was. 
not # notice of its existence. 

Under the well-known principles of 
private international law, Spanish law 
applies and is decisive of the invalidity 
of the instrament and the failure of 
notice, (and must) be given effect, The 
principles referred to are stated in Story, 
Conflict of Laws, Paragraphs 242-3. 




















“Generally speaking the validity of 


® contract is to be decided by the law 
of the place. It valid there, 
it is by the general law of nations, jure 


igentium, held valid everywhere, by the 


tacit or implied consent of the parties. 
The rale is foonded, not merely in the 
convenience. but in’ the necessities of 
nations, for otherwise it would be 
impracticable for them to carry onan 
extensive intercourse and commerce wiih 
each other. 

“The same rale applies, vice versa, 
to the invalidity of contracts; if void or 
illegal by the law of the place of the 
contract, they are generally held void 
and illegal everywhere, This would 
seem to be # principle derived from the 
elements of natural 
its origin, it seems difficalt to find any 
principle ‘upon which any subsequent 
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validity can be given to itin apy other 
country,” 

‘The application of those principles to 
the evidence in the present action is 
clear. The instrament is found not to 
to be « valid mortgage. It did not 
serve as notice to the defendant. It 
did not attach to the property as a lien 
against subsequent purchasers. 

The motion to dismiss the petition is 
allowed, with costs.
